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from suit on exhumation 




The chain of events in the proposed 
exhumation of Lee Harvey Oswald 
gained another tangle Thursday 
when Oswald’s widow, Marina Os- 
wald Porter, was dropped as a defen- 
dant in the suit filed by her brother- 
in-law to prevent the opening of the 
grave. 

Kenneth Campbell, attorney for 
Robert Oswald, brother of the ac- 
cused assassin of President John F. 
Kennedy, said today that even 
though Mrs. Porter had consented 
earlier to the exhumation, she was 
not pushing for it, and as a result had 

been removed from the suit

“Getting her consent was a boot- 
strap approach,” Campbell said, add- 
ing that English author Michael Ed- 
dowes is the person really attempting 
to exhume the body. Eddowes in a 
book has contended that Oswald was 
replaced by a Soviet spy.
